When the work of art is seen as an end in itself by the intelligent 
spectator, that dialectic which is inherent in the conceptual 
form of the work of art allows the spectator to simultaneously 
participate in and observe a world which, to a greater or 
lesser degree, is different from that which he considers to be 
his own. Under those circumstances (methexis/mimesis), the 
intelligent spectator is enlightened. Form: Enlightenment:

Voltaire 
was both a participant in and a spectator of his own life. His 
point of view, his 6tat d'âme, was aesthetic. And Queen Victoria 
is the "eminent Victorian," and one fine day Queen Victoria tasted 
oatmeal porridge and Finnan Haddies for breakfast in Scotland, and 
one non-fine day thirteen thousand houses and eighty-nine churches
